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MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

The result of the Manitoba elections 
is decisive on the question at issue. 
Properly speaking it was not the school 
question, but a resultant phase of that 
question that-the people of Manitoba 
were asked to give their. mandate: on. 
It was not.as to whether or not there 
should be separate schools, but as to 
what extent federal interference with 
the school system of the province 
should be resisted. In their first reply 
to the remedial order the government 
of the province suggested— not to say 
threatened—legislative resistence to 
federal interference. That government 
has new a support of at least thirty out 
of a house of forty specifically pledged 
to the policy of -legislative resisence at 
any rate. The fact is ugly, but it 


"would be folly to deny that.it is a fact. 


Indeed, not only has the government 
thirty supporters out of a house of 
forty pledged to support it on that 
point, but the majority even of those 
who have been elected to oppose the 
government on general principles pledg- 
ed themselvec quite, or almost, as 
strongly to support it on this puint. 
To use a time honorecl phrase, it is a 
condition rather than a theory which 
confronts the Ottawa statesmen who 
have undertaken to enforce the remedial 
order; and it would be well for them 
to consider the matter in that light. 
Admitting for the sake of argument 
that Mani‘oba is wromg as wrong can 
be, these elections prove that the 
people of the province are united and 
determined on this particular point, 
aad it is just a question, how much it 
is likely to conduce to the welfare of 
the Dominion to undertake to coerce 
them on the point. [a | the first place | 
is it possible? and in the next place, if 
possible, is it advisable? It certainly 
is not possible to appropriate any of the 
public moneys of the province to any 
purpose except as the legislature may 
direct. It is altogether questionable if 
taxing powers can be given by any 


‘other authority than the local legis- 


lature. It is donbtful if the most 
enthusiastic’ advocates .of separate 
schools in the east would agree to a 
special vote. from the federal treas- 
ury in order to support - separate 
schools in Manitoba. How ther is 
feieral legislation to be made effective ; 
for schools cost money? But supposing 
that remedial legislation can be made 
partially effective—for in the face of a 
hostile local legislature it cannot be 
meade fully effective—will there be es 
mach gain for those whe derive tbe 
benefits of separate schools over their 
present position as will pay them for 
the disadvantage in other respects at 
which they will necessarily be placed, 
in being cut off from the generzl school 
system of the province; to say nothing 
of the loss to the province and the 
country at large on account of the dis- 
arrangements which the enforcement of | 
the remedial order would cause? The 
present and future can best be read in 
the light of the past. A few years ago 
when the necessities. of Manitoba con- 
flicted with the the statutory agreements 
of the Dominion—when Manitoba de- 
clared against the policy of railway dis- 
allowance—elthough the railway com- 
pany had the law and the Dominion 
government had the power, Sir John 
Macdonald said: “ We cannot check 
Maniteba,” meaning of course, “We 
cannot aFForD To check Manitcba.” 
The present seems to be another such 
case. 

Manitoba has declared repsatedly that 
it wil) not have separate schools and 
the Imperial privy council has specifi- 
cally declared that it need not have 


| agp wsjustly towards “thers ‘in financial 


or other matters. If they have treaced. 


the Roman -Catholie minority. unjustly. 
in these matters they assers that they: 


stand ready to reraedy the injustice, 
and court the fullest enquizy. Their 
offer has so far been treated” with scorn: 


Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, or British Columbia, there 
are in each of these provinces a much 
larger proportion of Roman Catholics 
to the total population than in Mari- 
toba. If Roman Catholics receive sub- 
stantial justice in eduvational matters 
in those provinces wiihout separate 
sceools why should they not in Mani- 
toba. Underthe existing cireumstan- 
ces it would seem the better for those 
who really wish to see the Roman 
Catholies of Manitoba receive substan- 
tial justice in schoc] matters, if, instead 
of antagonizing nine-tenths of the 
people of the province and_ arousing 
their prejudices against the minority 
by threatening federal interference in 
their behalf, they wou'd formulate 
their grievances against the existing 
system, say what they want, and lay 
the matter before the people and _legis- 
lature and government of the province, 
as has not yet been done, Although 
the course taken by the advocates of 
the interests of the minority has been 
such as to arouse prejudice against 
them on the part of the majority, there 
is still left some sense of justice— 
surely enough to guarantee that no 
Roman Catholic shall be put to any 
disadvantage in securing a useful com- 
mon school education as ecmpared with 
Protestants ; and that without violence’ 
to his mbcioe feelings and convictions, 


It should be remembered in dealing: 


with this question that’ separate schools 
have not been in existence in Manitoba: 
for some five years. The enforcement 
of the remedial order does not mean 
the retention of a system, but the dis- 
placement of a system. There is a 
great difference in responsibility in the: 
two cases. When the Manitoba act 
abolishing separate schoois was passsd, 
and before those schools had. passed. out 
| of existence, if the Dominion govern- 
ment had exercised its constitutional 
right in protection of the alleged inter- 
asts of the minority and disallewed it, 
very little fault vould have been found. 
lt would then have been protecting 
existing institutions and it would have 
been for the government of Manitoba 
to show cause why separate schools 
should not exist.

THE TRANSVAAL WAR SCARE. 


Free Press, Jah. 13: It seems pretty 
wel! established in the public mind that 
Emperor Willian did not mean to threaten 
war upon England by his message of 
sympathy to President Kruger, of Trans- 
vaal, and the reports which were circulated 
& few days ago of an European alliance back 
of Germany and against England, find little 
further credence. It seems to be accepted 
that the Gcreman emperor simply intended 
to express his own opinion of the Jameson 
raid in that message, and the temporary 
sentiments of irritation which it caused him. | 
This isthe general feeliag, apparently, of | 
the public mind, and those organs of public 
opinion which are in touch with the govern- 
ment have undoubtedly songht to deepen 
this impression. But this still leaves unex- 
plained the uncontradicted assertion that 
the German government did apply to 
Portugal for permission to pass. marines 
through Portuguese territory at Delagoa 
Bay to the Transvaal, nor does it explain 
the unflagging preparation of war material 
and equipment of war forces in England. | 
Of more force seeras the argument of some 
newspapers that the wavering support of 
Russia and Franc: las admonished the Ger- 
man war lord that the interpretation put 
upon his message by England was putting 
him into a hazardous position. ' 

Gne feature of the war scare whieh is 
much dwelt upon is the hacm it has‘ 
done to German trade. German import } 
trade houses announce that there has been a 
big-decrease in their orders siner the scare. 
The orders of one big fancy goods firm, it 13 
announced have decreased sixty per cent, 
it is feared that the quarrel will *::as result 
in a permanent injury to trade. 

A Johannesburg dispatch of Jan. 13th, 
saya: The Uitlanders:expect the Boers to 
make a house to housésearch for arms and 
it ig stated the Germans of that plece have 
been holding mestings and passing resolu- 
tiors telling. Emperer Willian to mind his 
own busiaess. Dr. Jameson and his lien- 
tenants, as far as known,are stil! at Pretoria 
awaiting the time when negotiations be- 
tween Sir Hercnles- Robinson and President 
Kruger reach a point which will permit of 
his-being sent to Natal undey escort in order 
to be delivered over to Brivish authorities 
for trial.

would be neceasary for doing so. At Wool- 
wich, a suburb of London, on the Thames, 
also the great arsenal covering 300 acres of 
ground, is receiving constant additions to 
its great etore of naval material aud the 
activity in all departmenta there is uhabat- 
ed, Thetorpedo factcry is increasing 1t8 | 
output and the inen in that department are 
working mapy hours overtime. The tor- 
pedoes, as fast as they are manufactured arc 
dispatched to Pertsmonth and Dover, tke 
former the principal_naval station of Eng, 
land, with a fortified harbor that will hold 
the whole of the Enylisl: navy, anc the 
latter- the chief port of communicatiea he- 
tween.

from Spain. 

One thing which has been shown aa a re- 
sult of the Wenezuelan war scare is that 
there is no sentiment in Canada in favor of 
political union ‘with the United States, or 
annexation as itis familiarly termed. What- 
ever doubts there may have been ia the 
minds of some persons on thie question, we 
kuow now that no stich sentimen! exists in 
this country. From one end of the Domin. 
ion to the other the determination has been 
expressed to-stard by the Empire c:ime what 
may. There has been much talk about 
Canadiau loyalty to the Empire, but our 
loyalty has now had a practicai test and it 
has not beea founc. wanting. On the con- 
trary the theatening of war right on our own 
border only served to bring out the determin- 
ation more sirongly than ever ‘that 
Canadians were réady to fight, if need be, i» 
the cause of the Empire. The idea prevaii 
ed quite largely in the Unrted States 1)..; 
Canadians were only waiting for an 0, por- 
tunity to throw in their lot with the great 
republic. One good feature of the Venezuel- 
an trouble is that they have been rudely 
disabused of this betief. United States 
papers tiat taiked of annexation before have 
now been forced to admit that they have 
been badly deceived in supposing that there 
was any feeling*in Canada in favor of annex- 
ation. As one United States journal put it. 
instead of getting any support from Canada 
in the event of war with Great Britain, 
they would have to fight Canada as well as 
the mother country. It is protiably just as 
well that our southern neighbors should 
understand this fact, and knowing it they 
will be less likely to force tbe Venezuelan 
matter to extrenres.

GOLD AT PRINCE ALBERT. 


The Prince Albert Advocate says: A | 
discovery of gold has- recently been made iu | 
the Birch Mills, about thirty-five miles from 
Prince Albert. It is said thatthe deposits 
there are as rich as the famous Black Hills, 
and that the hills abound in the yellow 
metai. A sample has been handed into the 
Advocate office by Rev, N. Williams, of 
Kinistino. The samp!e was taken froma 
seam, about eighteen inches wide, and ten 
feet below the surface, and had been treated 
by Mr. Williams with nitro-muriatic acid, 
dried down and dissolved in water, turning 
it into chloride of old. There is not the 
least doubt but the Birch Hills contain 
gold deposits in paying quantities, but for 
some reason they have heretofore escaped 
the notice of prospectors. Howevr, says 
the paper, this an easily accessible region, 
and affords a field for prospectors not often 
found, and may prove to be more valnable 
than other places that are boomed up 
through the press, and by interested 
speculators.

It is said that the British Columbia mem.

presentatives in opposing remedial legisla- 
tion. In fact, a British Columbia member 
has openly stated that none of them would 
follow Prior, and won'd join the opposition 
side of the house sooner than suppert the 
proposed remedial school bill.
